Building, adorn’d with curious carved 
Work,a ftately Altar, Organs, a white Cop- 
per Candleftick, very large Windows, cc. — 
which render it inferiour to the Churches of 
London in nothing but Bells ; there being 
one only to mind Sinners of Devotion ; tho’

phans Money makes their Account Currant — 
137953 Pagodas. Orphans Money is, when ~ 
wealthy Parents dying bequeath their E- 
ftatesto Children, incapable of managing 
them, and make the Church Truftees ; to 
provide a good Education, and prevent the 
Abufes their Minority might render them in- 
cident to, from a _fingle Gardian, who of- 
ten prefers his own private Ends to the 
Truft repofed in him, Above three Quar- 
ters of this Stock not being at Ufe, and that 
one might notgain all, whileanother’s Cafh — 
lying dead can increafe nothing, the Ad-

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vance on what is let out, is diftributed 
yearly among them, in proportion to their E- 
ftatesin Money;and makes about 7 per Cent. 
per Annum round. Church Stock became 
fo confiderable from the free Gifts of pious 
Perfons, and monthly Collections in the time 
of Divine Service, for Maintenance of the 
Poor, which, one Year with another, a-

Prayers are read twice a Day; but on

College isa fine Name for an old Hofpi- 
tal, it formerly wasfuch ; tho’ at prefent it 
is the Refidence of feven or eight hopeful 
youngGentlemen. Oneofthe greateft Me- 
rit and Experience is by the Governour 
made Overfeer, by whom all Difturban- 
ces ought to be regulated; but his Col- 
legiates are fo much his Equals, I could ne- 
ver learn the leaft Good from his Commif- © 
fion. The Building is very ancient, two 
Story high, and has a paved Court, two 
large Verandas or Piazzas, and about fix- 
teen {mall Rooms withinit. “Phe Compa- 
ny allows two or three Peons to attend at 
the Gate, and a Parrear Fellow to keep all 
clean. Idon’t know any Priviledge extra- 
ordinary enjoy’d there; unlefs down-right 
fleeping without Dilturbance may be 
counted fuch, they live merrily andat eafe.

New-Houfe is the Soldiers Lodging, and 
Scene of many a drunken Frolick: It fronts’ 
the Main:gard, and has a {trong Battery 
en the other fide againft the River; one 
Company at a time fleepsin it, of whom a 
and! Cor- 
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Corporal and two Soldiers walk the Streets 
every Hour in the Night; to fupprefs Difor- 
ders, and apprehend any, who cannot give a 
fatisfactory Account of themfelves. Pay- 
day comes once a Month, when they’ll be 
fure to have the full Enjoyment of a few 
Fanhams left them by their Creditors ; their 
Debts, if within Bounds, are all clear’d at 
the Pay-Table: Every one keeps his Boy ; 
who, tho’ not above ten Years old, is Pro- 
curer, and Vallet de Chambre, for ieven or 
eight Fanhams a Month. Offenders are 
‘ufually whipt with Rattans at a Stake fixe 
in the Ground, by the Marfhal; they are 
fometimes tied Neck and Heels, and run ~ 
the Gauntlet, but thatis rare. 

If the Governour has not Power of Life 
and Death, he can commit to the Cock- 
~Houfe, which in effect is the fame: For 
Rice and Water in an Indian Stove, will 
fend a Man as furely tothe other World ; 
tho’ not with fuch Expedition, as a Halter. 

The Hofpital joins the New-Houfe by — 
the Water-Gate to the Northward is a 
long Building, and hasa Piazza witha pa- 
ved Court before it; at one end of the 
Court is the Plaifter-Room, and at the other, 
an Apothecary’s Shop ; where Medicines 
‘are prepared after the Prefcriptions of the 
ingenious Dr. B——y. The Steward provides 
fuch Vituals for the Sick as the Doétor or- 
ders, and receives of Soldiers their whole 
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Pay, while under his Care ; but they pay 
nothing for Medicines, of what Nature fo- 
ever their Diftempers are. Sailers pay fos 
the Phyfick ufed in their Cures, anda Shil- — 
ling a Day for the Steward’s Trouble and 
Provifions. ie 
The Governour’s Lodging takes up about 
a third part of the inner Fort, 1s three Stories 
high, andhas many commodious Appart- 
ments in it: Twoor three of the Council 
have their Rooms there, as wellas feveral 
inferiour Servants : The ’Countant’s and Se- 
cretary’s Offices are kept one Story up ; but 
the Confultation-Room is. higher, curi- 
oully adorn’d with Fire-arms, in feveral 
Figures, imitating thofe in the Armory of 
the Tower of Loudon. ha ‘eee’ 
Provifions are at a cheaper rate than in 
Europe , efpecially Beef, Pork, and Poultry, - 
with Fifh of all forts. Venifon is often 
brought to Market, with feveral kinds of 
wild Fowl, as Teel, and green Plover ; 
three of the former, and fometimes twenty 
of the latter are foldfora Fanham. Hence 
every one has it in his Power to eat well; 
tho’ he can afford no other Liquor at Meals 
than Punch, which is the common Drink 
among Europeans, and here made in the 
sreatelt Perfection. Wine and Beer may be 
had; but it muft be good Bufinefs, that 
will afford a conitant Supply of it. _ 
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The Governour keeps a generous Table, 
nor is that where the Factors and Writers © 
dine lefs regarded, differing only in this 5 
here you havea great deal of Punch and lit- 
tle Wine; there what Wine you pleafe, and 
as little Punch. As to their Diverfions, 
they are fuitable to their indifferent Inclina- 
tions: Some are for a Collation at Marme- 
ton or Woolf-Tope, or a Jaunt to St. Thomas’s 


Mount, where is an old Houfe with a plea- 


fant Garden of the Company’s. Others 
think riding, fhooting, or courfing, the 
more agreeable Exercifes; but thofe that 
love a Punch-houfe prefer Billiards, and 
Back-gamon to them all: Thus a Man {cl- 
dom fails of Company to his own liking ;

{carce mature one of them. fe 
“The Governour feldom goes abroad with 
lefs than three or fourfcore Peons arm’d, be- 
fides his Exglifb Gards to attend him, he 
has two Union’ Flags carry’d before him, 
and Country Mufick. enough to frighten a 
Stranger into a Belief, the Men were mad ; 
-two Dubafbes attend to cool him with 
Fans, and drive away the Flies, that other- 
wife would moleft him; he is. a Man of 
great Parts, refpected asa Prince by the 
Rajas ofthe Country, and isin every re- 
fpect as great; fave, thofe are for them- 
felves, thishas Mafters, 

' When a Perfonof Note dies, his Funeral 
is folemnized with the greateft Magnif- 
cence, -’ Thé Goyernour,. Council, and 
Gentlemen of 'the Town attend; nor are 
ioe Bee atlas chart ad dees AF 
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deceas’d Country-man. The Executorsare 
liberal in all Refpects, to exprefs a juft Con- 
cern for their Friend ; whencethe Ceremo- 
ny is perform’d with all that is neceflary 
for the Interment of a Chriftian., The Bu- 
rying-place is at the further end of the Black 
Town, adorn’d with many ftately Tombs, 
in honour of the Defunt. Some with lof- 
ty Spires carved into different. Fancies, af- 
terthe Ivdiaw manner; others in a lower 
Sphere, gravely exprefs the Merits of the 
Perfon, tor whofe fake they were erected, 
and all in general, have the moft curious 
Workmanthip in Izdia beftow’d on them. 

Moft of the Powder expended in the Gar- 
rifon, ismade onthe Ifland, about a Gun- 
fhot from the Town, it has not the Force 
of what comes from Exzgland; for no other 
reafon, than not well incorporating the In- 
gredients.

City, who knows halfhis Trade; whence 

they are obliged to Black Fellows for what 

they have Occafion for thofe ways: Nor is 
there fo muchas one Shop of any fort in 
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the Exglifh' Town. The Benefit of which, 
all the Datch Settlements fufficiently 
demonftrate ; for they are fo fenfible of 
it, that they take due Care never to be 
deficient that way. This isathing fo eafi- 
ly brought to pafs by a Body fo confide- 
rable in the Kingdom, I fhall rather ad- 
mire it has been fo long neglected, than 
offer at the Means for effecting it. 
However, 1 wifh for the Honour of ‘the 
Exnglifb Nation, they would decline fending 
fuch diminutive, dwarfifh, crooked Re- 
cruits, as of late have gone’'to ‘fupply their 
Settlements : ‘To fay, no better can be had 
in time of War, is an Evafion my own Ex- 
perience proves altogether light : For, fince 
"cis no matter what Country in Ewrope they 
are of, let but three Captains be fent to 
Treland, in lefs than three: Months, they 
could raife a.

could not keep their Families out of it ; fome 
of them not changing a ‘Tale in a Day. 
They have all forts of handy-craft Trades 
among ’em, as in other Cities; but not 
-Workmen enough to make any thing fit for 
Exportation; their Goldfmiths are fuch 
Bunglers, that I never faw the leaft Touch 
of Ingenuity come from their Hands, tho’ 
they are moft of them Indians from the 
Cormandel Coaft, and Surat; where the 
Goldfmiths work with the greateft Curt- 
ofity and Nicenefs imaginable. Mafoning 
is what they underftand leaft of; nor are — 
there many Tailers. A Blackfmith will 
have two, fometimes three Heats to make 
a Sprig of two Inches long. If they are 
dexterous inany thing, it 1s Building: For 
with Bamboos they’ll run up a Houfe be- 
yond Credit: We ftay’d here but 13 Days, 
and in that time, I faw one begun, and al- | 
moft finifhed, that would wield nine or ten 
Tale a Month. They know but little of 
Turning or Carving: Nor do I remem- 
_ ber to have feen any thing of that Nature a- 
bout their Houfes, Boats, or Proes. \ Thefe 
are well built, and proper for the Ufes they 
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putthem to. The large Proes will carry 
fourteen or fifteen Tun, andare chiefly im- 
ploy’d in profitable Voyages to the Coafts 
of Pegu, Malacca, &c. But their flying Proes 
are only for fifhing, coafting, and vifiting 
the Iflands thereabouts: Sometimes, I am 
told, they run out to the Nicobar Iilands, 
which is thelongeft Trip they make. Thefe 
are fo narrow,two Men cannot ftanda breaft 
in the wideft part of them; the Bottom is 
along Canoe, or Tree hollow’d without a 
Keel, the Sides are raifed with Planks a- 
bout 3 Foot above it, bending a little in- 
ward, till nearthe Top, where it turns out 
bell-wife. The Planks within half a Foot 
of each end, are left as fharp as poffible, 
not pointed like a Wherry, but perpendi- 
cular withan Edge; the Canoe jets out be- 
yond the other part of the Veffel, and 
‘when loaden is quite under Water;the Rud- 
der is like a wooden Knife, with which 
they {tear very dexteroufly: To keep them 
up-right, they have Out-layers on each 
Side, with Planks of light Wood at the 
Ends of them, which fecure them fo well 
from over-fetting, that they will bear the 
sreateft Sea, and when an Exglifb Prinace 
with two Sails will go five Miles an Hour, 
thefe with a fmall one will runa dozen.

Their 
Flefh is good in Fluxes, and often dry’d in 
the Sun unfalted for that Purpofe. 
Europeans often go out in the Night to 
fhoot wild Hogs, fometimes with Succefs. 
‘Hog-deer are common in the Bazar; thefe 
the Country People catch in Burrows in the © 
Woods ; they are about the fize of Rab- 
bets, Hog-headed, and fhank’d and hoof’d 
like Deer; their Hocks are often tipt with 
Silver for Tobacco-Stoppers. In this Ani- 
mal is found the bitter Bezoar, called Pedra 
‘de Porco Siacca, valued at ten-times its 
Weight in Gold ; they are oftener found a- 
bout Bencallis than any where elfe, whence 
the Dutch of Malacca get them intheir Trade 
thither. They are of a dark brownilh Co- 
four, {mooth on the out-fide; but the firft 
‘Coat being broken, they appear darker and 
ftringy underneath, they {wim on the Wa- 
ter, and by Infufion only, make it extream 
bitter : To it are attributed the Vertues of 
‘cleanfing the Stomach, creating an Appe- 
‘tite, and {weetning the Blood. [ have been 
told there are Stones bred in the Maws of 
‘the Nicobar Pigeons, noc inferiour to the 
“bitter Bezears, in feveral Cafes, 
* Goat and falfe Bezoar of Swrat and the 
Malabar Coaft, are fo often called Porcu- 
pine and Monkey Bezoar, that feveral Peo- 
ple of good Intelligence have confounded the 
- : E one 
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one with the other: The Porcupine Bezoar — 
is found in the Maw of that Animalamong ~ 
the Spice Iflands.. It 1s redifh, and full of — 
fhort tranfparent Veins, fomething like the 
red fort of Marble; it is ufed by Infufion, 
and turns the Water bitter; but does not — 
waft it felf like the bitter Bezoar of Stacca: 
It finksto the Bottom, and muft lie’a. con- | 
fiderable time, before the neceflary Vertues 
can be extracted. | 
_ The Monkey Bezoar is of a bright green 

Colour, and bears a greater Luftre than 
Goat Bezoar; it is taken in Powder, and — 
reputed a very high Cordial: Some of them — 
will weigh half an Ounce, which is valued 
at forty or fifty Rupees. Whereas the beft 
oriental Bezoar that is ufually brought — 
home from Swrat, called Monkey Bezoar, 
becaufe of its length, is bought for 24 to 3 
Rupees per Tola, or 64 to 74 Rupees an 
Ounce. | ee 
There are other Bezoars, as Cow’s, Ca. _ 
mel’s, Elephant’s, and Bezoar de Cobra Ca- — 
pella, of all thefe 1 brought with me. to _ 
England: But do believe, what is fold in : 
Surat far Cow’s and Camel’s Bezoar, is no - 
‘ether than a Compofition ; however, the” 
Chinefe are very fond of it, and prefer it to” 
the belt Goat Bezoar; tho’ it bears not a 
quarter the Price in the Countrys, where 
they are both found. The Elephant, and 
Gobra Capel (or hooded Snake) Bezoar is 
| | oo brought 
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brought from the Coaft of Zasquebar about 
_Mombas, and Melinde in Africa: To the 

former are attributed the Vertues of Goat 
Bezoar ; but being very rare it is of greater 
Value. They are bought and hoarded up 
by great and fpeculative Men: therefore 
feldom or never to be found among the 
_ Brokers in the Bazars: Some of them will 
weigh nine or ten Ounces: But for an Ac- 
count of the Vertues, anda Defcription of 
the Bezoar de Cobra Capel, 1 recommend 
the Reader to Mr. Taverner’s Travels. - 
Here are good ferviceable little Horfes, 
- ¥arely above thirtecen Hands, they are of- 
‘ten brought to Madra/s, but never come to 
‘a great Price. : 
The Fruits of this Country are all 
the forts that are common in. other 
Parts of India, in the greateft Perfecti- 
‘om; as Oranges, Pumplemufes, Mangu- 
{fteens, Mangoes, Plaintains, Coco-nuts, 
‘Jacks, Lymes, Pine-apples, Water-mellons, 
‘Pomegranats, Guavas, oc. Yet I do 
‘not think they are tobe ufed with Free- 
dom, asin more healthful Places, where 
they are lefs delicious: A fevere Flux be- 
ing often the Confequence of an immode- 
fate Ufe of the Fruits of this Kingdom. 
* Whether it is the Moiftnefs of the Air, 
“that'renders our Bodies liable to that Di- 
~ftemper, or what elfe may be the Caufe, 
1 know not; butit is certain, thereare fe- 
Re Ee  -veral 
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veral Places where it is fcarce: known 5 thol — 
they live never fo intemperate, expofethem-= — 


felves to the createft Heats and: Colds, and 
enjoy the Fruits of the Country without the 
jeaft Regard to Health.

“They have Yams, Potatoes, Pumpkins” 
for boiling, and feveral: forts of Pot-herbs, - 


unknown in England (Nor arethe Potatoes 
¢hefame as with us; being three or: four 


“Inches long, and no: bigger»: than one’s 
“Thumb, both ends a-like, red on the out- | 
eh | ide, : 
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fide, white’ within, mealy when boiled, 
and ofa fugarry fweet Taft. This fort is 
the moft common in Indias yet I> have met 
with fome of the round ones in other 
Places. : 
"The Mould of this part of the Ifland be- 
ing deep and pregnant, affords great Va- 
-iety of Trees, and fhrub Wood for Tim- 
ber and Firing; of which I know {fo little, 
that tis not worth while to enter into a par- 
ticular Difcourfeof them. Silk Cotton trees 
row up and down the Back-fides, and Gar- 
dens in the’ Town.’ They are large, tall, 
‘fmooth rinded, Afh colour’d, and thick of 
the Fruit, which hang down from the 
Boughs like fo many Purfes, three or four 
Inches long. They grow in a more regu- 
lar manner than other Trees: The lower 
Branches are always bigger and longer than 
the reft, fhooting forth three or four at one 
height round the Trunk ; and four or five 
Foot higher are as many more; but the 
-Diftance is not fo great near the Top. 
When the Cotton, or rather Down is 
ripe, the Wind fhakes down the Cods; 
wherefore the Ground is always thick of 
‘them ; for it is not worth gathering, be- 
ne of fo little ufe as to,bear no Price inthe 
‘Bazar: If any one wants a Bed or Quilt to” 
be ftuft with it, he ufually picks it up, or 
hires one to do it for him, where-ever he 
can find it. The Shell or Cafe opens. firft 
@ | E 3 near 
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near the Stem, which runs quite through 
it, having onall Sides Rows of black Seeds 
like Fetches, or Pepper wrapt up in the Cot- 
ton, which Nature feems to have defign’d 
for their Prefervation. — | 

The Natives are Mallayans, who {peak — 
that Language in PerfeCtion, which is very 
- copious and fluent, as I have it from thofe 
that are Mafters of it. They are hard fa- 
vour’d, and have flattifh Faces, fomething 
after the China Make; but of very dark 
Complexions ; they oyl their Bodies often, 
and {mell difagreeably with it; their Teeth 
are black’d by Art: They are ofa middle 
Stature, proud and lazy, efpecially the 
meaner fort, tho’ they are better fet; and 
of ftronger Growth than the Indians of the 
Cormandel Coatt, of whom here are fo ma- 
ny, Slaves to the great Men and Merchants, 
chat cis a difficult matter to diftinguifh them 
from the free Subjects ; for they are treated. 
rather like Friends and Companions, than 
Servants by their Mafters, who value them- 
felves on their Juftice to, and Number of 
them. Tothefe the Acheexes owe the great- 
eft part of their Husbandry in managing © 
heir Crops of Paddy, or Rice, which was- 
hardly known on this part of the Ifland, till 
¢hefe were driven hither by Famine from 
Bort St. David, and other Places on the 
 Cormandel Coat. Theyare a fharper, Wi- 
fer. People in general, and more addi@ed 
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to Trade than the Mallayans, wherefore they 
have full Power to exercife their Talents, 
every one as his Genius leads him, without 
Moleftation, or Hindrance from his Ma- 
fter; but rather has Encouragement, and 
Affiftance in Money and Credit. ‘They 
keep a juft Account of all their Dealings, 
and the Mafter comes in for a part of the 
Profit: Whois alfo Executor at their De- 
ceafe. ‘They donot live withhim; but up 
and down the Towa and Country in Hou- 
fes, and Plantations of their own; where 
they taft but little more of Slavery than the 
Name: Unlefsthey prove ignorant fimple 
Fellows or Knaves, who are but one De- 
gree before Beafts of Burthen, and then 
they are made fuch. Icannot tell if they 
are obliged to be of their Mafter’s Religi- 
on, which is Mahometani[m after the Arrabs. 
‘They have feveral Mo/ques (which I had 
forgot when Imention’d the Ovens only to 
be built with Brick or Stone) buile with 
ftrong Stone Walls to perform their Devo- 
tions in, where I have heard them at Pray- 
—ersall the Night long: Hence l am apt to 
think there’s no particular Hour appointed 
for the meeting ofa Congregation ; nor did 
perceive them more referved in their Be- 
haviours on Fridays, their Sabbaths, than at _ 
other times. They are punctual in wath- 
ing at certain Hours, which they think allo 
_very wholefome for the Body ; tho’ never 
rus: Hea {o

fo feverely afflicted with the Difeafes of the 
Country: Efpecially Fevers and Flux- 


es; but Agues are rather confirm’d than | 


-decreafed by it. Thefe are the Diftempers. 


that chiefly reign here, often got by Intem- 


perance, and fleeping inthe Air, to the 
Sorrow of many a Boon Companion, who, 
in fpite of Admonition, has given himfelt 


upto Riot, and loft his Life for a Frolick.. 


Here are great Dews, and the Air is fo chil- 
ly, tho’ near the Line, that I could afford 
to fleepina clofe Chamber on a Bed, and 
cover’d withathick Quilt, whichin an o- 


ther Place, of a much higher Latitude, — 


would have been enough to have ftifled me. 
Frequent Squalls in the drieft Seafon, make 
it troublefome walking inthe Streets; for, 
being on level Ground without Stones, they 


are foon trod to Mortar. Thefe are often — 
accompany’d with Thunder and Lightning, — 


and continue very fierce for half an Hour, 
more or defs: Our Exglifb Sailers call them 
Sumatras; becaufe they always meet with 


them on the Coafts of this Hland. Iwas 
not here in the Rains or wet Seafon; but 


from others I have a melancholy Idea of it: 


For fometimes the Flouds are high enough 


to bear a Pinnace in the Streets, and foon 


after too fhole for a Canoe: Yet deep e- — 
nough to keep Earopeans to their Hous — 


ies.

. They are at prefent under the Govern- 
ment ofa King, which has not been long: 
I know not if he isruled by the Oronkoys,

‘not ftand long to convince him of his Er- 
rour in contemning their: Mafter’s Com- 
mands; but immediately cut him down 


with their Scimiters; he fell againit Cap- 


tain Murvil’s Gate, where the Blood was 
fearce dry when I fawit ; had he got into 
the Englifb-man’s Yard, they would fcarce 
have attempted his Life: But what be- 
cameof the Bufinefs afterwards I know not. 
All Difpatches and Decifions of Contro- 


verfies in Merchandize, are in the Shaban- - 
der’s Commiffion ; wherefore ’tis always — 


advifable to keep fair with him, | 

 Mallayans, at work or play, are never 
_ dreffed till their naked Daggers are in their 
Girdles; nor do they ever walk abroad 
without Swords and Targets, or other 


Weapons in their Hands, befides the Dag- 


gers. ‘They look on all Europeans witha 
jealous Eye ; I think with Juftice too, con- 


fidering their Neighbours have been fuch — 
great Sufferers by them. They will not 
allow the Dutch to trade in their Port, buc — 
on extravagant Terms ; wherefore they are — 
feldom’ vifited by them. And tho’ the — 


Englifb have a free Trade, it is fo precarious, 


as to be difputed on every Alteration in — 
the Government, which of late has been 


very uncertain.

I 
have feen fifty in one Garden at Madra/s, 
brought thence in a Seafon, valued from 
200 to 800 Pagodas each.

Tis worth in Canton 4 to 7 Mace per Pe- 
cull, The Tree bears a flat Fruit about an 
Inch and half wide, prickly on both fides, 
but of noufe: The Timber is fit for Matfts, 
Yards, and Building, and makes excellent.

Wild Nutmeg, Cabage, and Mango 
Trees, are common in the Woods. The 
Nutmeg is a large high Tree without 
Boughs, till near the Top, where it fhoots 
into large Branches, and fpreads like 
a Maiden Elm: its Leaves are long, and 
‘of a deep green, the Fruit grows like 
a Wall-nut, and has as many Coverings 
before one comes to the Kernel, or/Meg. 
The Mace grows betwixt the Shell and the 
Green, or outer Coat, like the Strings a- 
bout a ripe Wall-nut; "tisof a bright red 
Colour, but fades to a dead Yallow like 
the true Mace by keeping, from which it 
cannot eafily be diftinguifhed by the Eye: 
It is of a rough unpleafant Taft, a hot 
Nature, and hurtful, if eaten in a large 
Quantity; but has no Smell: The Ker- 
nel differs from the true Nutmeg in ‘Taft 
and Smell, and is-a little longer in pro- 
portion to its Bignefs. The Chinefe, who

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ment, gather’d great Quantitys of both 
forts, Ibelieve, to mix with the true, and 
impofe on their ‘Country-men, at their 
return. 

The Cabage feems to be no other than a 
wild Coco-nut Tree; I faw no Fruit it 
had; the Cabageisthe Heart of it, which 
is always fit to be cut, and the Coco-nut 
Tree has it likewife in as great Perfection: 
T have eat of both forts, and find no diffe- 
rence ; nor is either of them gather’d with- 
out Deftruction to the Tree. The Cabage 
‘Tree is 40 or 50 Foot high, of the fame Big- 
nefsfrom one endto the other ; The Bran- 
ches at the Head fhoot forth nine or ten 
Footlong, and are full of Prickles under- 
neath, like black Thorns, asare the Bodys 
of the ‘Trees in unfrequented Places, which 
makes it troublefome walking on the other 
fide of the little River of Sloops, where they 
are moift plentiful. They are lefs than Co- 
no-nut Trees; but fullas long, and grow up 
im Rings three or four Inches afunder froin 
the Root to the Branches. The Wood is brit- 
‘tle, and hard enough near the Ground to 
turn the Edge of a Hatcher, if not ufed with 
Difcretion.

Dunghill Fowls are dearer than I have 
found them any where elfe, which per- 
haps is owing to the Exglif>; who cannot’ 
live on Salt-fifh and Rice, when other Meat 
isto be had, as the Eaftern People will. In 
the Woods are wild Cocks and Hens very 
fmall, and fcarce; for I was two Days 
fowling, and could light of none. White 
wild Pigeons, larger than our tame ones, 
and feveral forts of {mall Birds are plenty. 
There are likewife Guanos, Chaccos, Snakes, 
Squirrils, Monkeys, wild Bees, and prodi- 
gious Swarms of Ants. } 

Chaccos, as Cuckoos, receive their 
Names from the Noife they make in the 
- Evening, when they call loud enough to be 
heard at a great Diftance: By Day they 
lie fo clofe in hollow and decay’d Trees, 
that I could never fee one of them, tho’ [ 
have heard them all round me in the Night. 
They are much like Lizards, but larger, 
Tis faid, their Dung is {o venomous, that 
if it drops on any part of one’s. Skin, and is 
not immediately wafh’d away, ’twill caufe 
a Mortification to that Degree, that no- 
thing but Amputation can fave the Patient. 
‘Thisthe Reader may cenfure, or. believe, 
as his Judgment leads him. For my own 
part, 1am not fond of crediting, or relating 
modern Wonders. ;

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_~ Here are Snakes of feveral forts, fome 
very large; J ihot one in Mr. Loya’s 
~Wath-houfe, that was 132 Foot long, and 
had two full grown Hens, and five {mall 
Chickens, undigefted in its Belly. What 
1 moft admired was, how it could fwallow 
-fuch large Morfels, having a Head no 
bigger than one’s Fift. Ic was of a moft — 
beautiful Colour; but the Skin loft its 
Luftre in drying. , 
* Guanas are here very large; one fort, 
five times as big as thofe on the Cormandel 
Coatt ; whence I believe they are of a dif- 
ferent Kind. They feed among the Rocks 
at low Water on Mufcles, and what other 
Fifh they can get, and are often found in 
the Woods near the Sea,.where they can. 
find Subfiftence, and live free from Diftur- 
bance; and fometimes they are a€tually in 
the Water, likean Aligator; but I never, 
heard ofany Damagedone by them. They 
are in Shape like an Eft, have quick pier- 
cing Ryes, dark colour’d rough fcaly Backs, 
forked Tongues, and are fome of them 5 or 
6 Foot long. 1 know not if they areeaten 
here; at Madra/s, and other Places, where

the Broth of them for Perfons recovering 
from Fevers, Fluxes, and other weakening 
Diftempers.

Pega, the other 1 {hot from a wild Nut- 
meg-Tree in the Woods ; the Tail of it was 
13 inches long, full like a Fox’s; and the ~ 
Furr on its Back of a rufty Black, but a — 
light Sorrel under the Throat and Belly ; 
They are wholefom Food ; as Squirrils are 
accounted all over India. | oy 

’Twas my Fortune in the Woods, to 
difturb a Neft of wild Bees, which ufed me. ~ 
very feurvily, before could well tell where — 
LT was got: My Head was clouded with 
them ina trice; but the Pear was more 
than the Damage; for tho’ they flung my | 
Face in five or fix places, yet I found the 
Fury they came on with, greater than their 
Ability tohurr, I wasuneafy for a Quar- 
ter of an Hour; but afterwards the Pain © 
decreafed with my Surprize; they are a lit- 
tle bigger than ourHlefh-flys,of a darkibrown 
Colour, and in other Refpects like our 
Bees in England. ‘Their Honey is white, 
of a waterifh Taft, and very wholefom. 

The Woods fwarm with Ants of feveral 
Kinds; the moft common fort is of a red= © 
‘ub Colour, antha fmall matter larger than ~ 
thoie in our Meadows ; they feem to beal. 
| Tae. ways 
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‘ways in.a Hurry, and have worn Paths in 
the Ground, and even made Tracks in the 
Sides of Trees, with their conftant running 
up and down. I have unawares been 
cover’d with them; but was never ftung, 
therefore cannot tell if they are able to hurt 
that way. Me mae: 

. Here area few Birds Nefts, fuch as the 
Chinefe make Broth of; perhaps 20 or 30/. 
ina Year; but it is not fo good as what 
I have met with from other Places; it is 
a rich Commodity, and is fometimes 
brought to Europe from Borzeo, and the’ 
‘Spice Ilands. ay, 

Here were 10 Chiza Junks this Year, 
with more Goods than they could fel, 
‘whence the Commoditys of that Country 
were very cheap, efpecially Japan. Ware, of 
which they were obliged to carry a great 
deal back to Caston, where the Sepracargos 
ofthe Kest bought it for Ewrope. Every 
Junk paid fix Dollars to the Accountant.

Faller, Enfign, and fofeph Ridges, were fhotas — 
they enter’d the Fort ; Captain Rafbwell, fee~ — 
ing the Tragedy thus begin, had only timeto — 
bid the Ezglifb ftand to their Arms,andthen — 
himfelf was kil’d. Meffieurs Pouzd, Greene — 
hill, Wilkins, Chitty, Dennet, and Conin- 
gham were by thistime got together, and 
retired to Mr. Pound’s, at fome Diftance 
from the Fort; but not thinking themfelves | 
fate there, they got intoa Cochtnchina Boat, — 
and put on Board the Company’s Sloop in 
the Harbour, allbut Mr. Coningham, who — 
betook himfelf to the Cochinchinefe for their — 
Protection, as his Letter here after menti- — 
ons; but one fames Ray came on Board in 
his ftead, and gave them a juft Account of 
the Havock that was made inthe Fort. He 
faid the Governour was the firftthat was | 
fhot, but he died ‘not immediately. For 
want of Wind, they warp’d out of Gun- 
{hot of the Fort, and then ftood about the © 
S. E. Point to Anchor; contrary to the O- © 
inion of Doctor P- ad, who was for 
ying longer in the Harbour, to fee the E- — 
vent, and afford the beft Affiftance they 
were able, to their miferable Friends on 
Shore, of whom it was very probable fome — 
few had efcaped the Fury of the <Affaffins. 
They got Rice and Water from Flag-/taff 
Ifland, and took ‘fohz Peterfon on Board, 
who made his Efcape from the Fort with — 
Williams 
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William Omans; but Omans died of his 
Wounds by the way. At Sun-rifing they 
_ ftood into the S. W. Harbour, where they 
ftay’d till Sun-fet, and then made Sail for 
Malacca ; which was agreed to by Majori- 
ty of Voices. There were 45 Europeans on 
the Ifland when this happen’d, of whom the 
_ following were fuppos’d to be kill’d in the 
firft Maffacre.

been threaten'd, for letting two of our Slaves — 


efcape their Cuftody, whereupowtt feems they dia 


meditate a cruel Revenge; for. on the Secoua-_ 
, of” 
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‘of March, at Midnight, they fet Fire to the 
Fort, and at the fame time kill d the Governour, 
Mr. Loyd, Captain Rafhwell, Mr. Fuller, 
and others, tothe Number of Nineteen. Dottor 
Pound, Mr, Chitty, ad Captain Dennet, 
with 8 or 9 more, made their Efcape in a Sloop 
to Malacca, I fuppofe, and from thence to Bax 
tavia. Thofe that remain'd were fo difperfed, 
that there were fcarce two together. I took to 
the Cochinchinefe for their Affiftance ; but 
their Fear was fo great, that they only went. a- 
bout to Barricado themfelves.. The Maccaf- 
fars having perpetrated this Villany, got into « 
~Cochinchinefe Prow, to put to Sea, but were 
afjaulted by the People of a Cambodia Veffel, 
which was then at the Ifland, with the Affiftance 
of our Armourer, who kill’d one of them, and 
mortally wounded two more, which made them 
ut a Shore again, and make their Efcape into 
the Woods. In the Morning betimes, the Co- 
chinchinefe took Poffeffion of the Fort ; fear- 
ing, I fuppofe, we foould have joiwd with the 
Cambogians, to carry away what the Fire had 
wot deftroya ; for being got together, we were 
fixteen Englith, four of which were dangerou fly 
wounded, 6 Topazes, and about 20 Slaves, 
t00 [mall a Number to cope with them, who were 
above 200. The Chinefe being like fo many 
Ciphers, and the Madra{s Sloop i Cochinchi- 
Na, obliged us to defire their friendly Affiftance. 
Whereupon the Money was all put into Chefts, 
and the moft part weigh'd and_carryd into their 
ee x cag Cajfody. 
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Cuftody. During which. time, the Maccaf- — 
fars thought to have feiz?d another Prom to em — 
{cape in, but were frighted amay by the Cochin — 
chinefe, who promifed in a few Days to bring 
them all dead or alive. Moft of us were dubi- — 
ous of their Friendfbip, but did not know how 


to an[wer it to our honourable Mafters, to leave — 


fo much Money, while they pretended to be our 


Friends, and we had not deferved otherwife at — 
their Hands ; for we could have got away in the — 
Cambogia Veffel, which faild the feventh fol- — 
lowing, being unwilling to ftay any longer, om — 
which went Mr. Baldwin, and Mr, Wingate — 
to Cambogia, to make the beft of their way to — 
Batavia. The next Day after they went away, 


the Cochinchinefe caught one of the Maccaflars, 


and that very Night cut off his Head, whereby — 
we thought their Friend{hip had been fecure to

us; yeton the roth, without any Provocation, — 


but to make [ure of their Prey, they barbaroufly — 


murder'd all the Englifh, of which were Mr. — 


Pottinger, Mr. Townfend, Mr. Jofeph

after they bad given me two Wounds, one flight 


in the Arm, and the other more dangerous in — 
my left Side, whereof I am now well, God be 
thanked, with two Topazes, and fifteen Slaves.

and weighing the Money, which was found to a- 
mount to 24300 Tale. At laft upon the 28th 
Iwas obliged to appear as a Criminal in Con- 
gas, beforethe Governour and his Grand Coun- 
ctl, attended with all the Slaves in Congas, 
4s alfo there I was charged with three Crimes. 
The firft, that the Bnglith, when they arrived 
at Pulo Condore, faid they woutd ftay there, 
whether the King of Cochinchina would or not. 
The fecond, That there were no Englifh feat a- 
long with the Prefent to Court laft Year. The 
third, that we fent 4 Ship to Cambogia, and 
did not acquaint the Governour of Borea there- 
with. ‘Lo the firft I replyd, That we had never 


“heard any fuch thing ; for at our Arrival there, 


‘we did not know any Body lived upon the 
Ifland, and that as foon as our Governour had 


di/patched the Ships to China, ‘he prefently fent 


an 
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an Embaffy.to Cochinchina, whereby he had 
his,Grant to flay there. Tothe fecond, That all 


the Englifh were fo fickly, that we had not one 


of any Port to fend, and therefore {poke to a 
Chinefe Captain then prefent, who agreed to go, 
but that the Caifou did take it upon bimfelf to 
carry the Prefent, and excufe us to the Kyng ; 
whereto they reply d, that the fending a Chinetfe, 
mas all one as fending the Caifou, and that. an 
Englifh-maz would have done better 5; I. aa- 
fiver’ d, that was the C aifou’s Fault, who fhould 
have inform d.us better : Thenfurther why wedia 
zot get fome out of the Ships to fend, where there 
were fo many: To which reply dy That “twas not 
in our Powers to demand them out of their Ships, 
To the third,.That never any Body told us me 
were to acquaint the Governour of Borea, bé- 
fore we fent any Ships to Cambogia, .

The Houfes 
arelow and narrow; but they commonly 
tun three or four Rooms one behind ano- 
ther backward: They have Shops in the 
Front, which according to the Nature of 
the Trades, are kept in great Regularity 
and Order. ‘The Silk-men are as nice as 
our Mercers on Ladgaée Hill, and like them, 
affociate in the beft part of the Town for 
the Sale of their Finery: They are at great 
Rents, and have one Shop within another 
for a’better Sortment of Goods, | ‘Their way 
of rolling up their Silks with Brafs-Rods is 
very curious; l admire ’tis not yet in ufe 
among us, fince it’s done with the greateft 
Slight and Eafe imaginable, Thefe are not 
the only People, who have almoft whole 
Streets to themfelves.

nor do they incroach in the leaft on one ano- 
thers Callings ; every one, if he will mind 
it, having Bufinefs enough of his own to 
keep him{elf imploy’d. The Lock-makers 
fell nothing elfe; Comb-makers, Dotchin- 
makers, Picture-men, Bookfellers, Purfe- 
makers, cre. do all get a good Livelihood, 
and fometimes Eftates; whence may be in- 
ferr’d, here.are a vaft Number of People to 
caufe fo large a Demand. Their Rooms 
are commonly parted with flight Wainfcot 
of an ordinary fort of white Deal. . In the 
Summer their Windows are of Rattans, or 
left wide open witha Bamboo Curtain, like 
a Wire-Grate, to let down as Occafion re- 
quires: But Winter coming on, they fecure 
their Dining-Rooms,and Bed-Chambers.a- 
sainft the Cold with Oyfter-fhells fixt Dia- 
mond-wife in wooden Frames, inftead. of 
Glafs, which look fomething like. our {mall, 
old fafhion’d Quarrels, but afford a worfe 
Light than Horn. ‘They have no, Chim- 
neys; but their Fires are fet in a Stow, or 
fhallow Iron Bell-fafhion’d Pot inthe mid-— 
die of their, Dining-Rooms, » round which 
they fitto warm themfelves: They burn 
nothing but Charcole in their Chambers, 
which for want of Air, 1s often of | perni-_ 
cious Confequence to thofe, who indulge 
themfelves too much with it. . Their Taa- 
ches, or Pots for boiling are of caft Iron, 
fixt ina thick Stone Wall, raifed to a pro- 
/ by, pets) 
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per Height from the Ground, which feems 
to be more convenient than any thing, we 
have among us for thatend. They build 
with Brick, for the moft part, fometimes 
burnt, fometimes raw, and cover their 
Houfes with Pantile. Mott of the large 
Streetshave high Gates at each end, for 
their Security, which are not open’d after 
toa Clock at Night, except on particular 
Requefts to the Mandareen of the Ward, 
or extraordinary Occafions. At that time 
the Mandareens Officers begin their Walks 
upand down theirs feveral Precinéts ; where- 
in ifthey meet any Body, who cannot give 
a fatisfactory Account of himfelf, he is ap- 
prehended for a Vagabond, and punifh’d 
without Mercy, by the Order of the Maz- 
dareen, within whofe Jurifdi&tion he is 
found. Men of Fafhionand Credit feldom 
0 abroad after tis Night without a privi- 
edged Lanthorn, which fecures them a- 
painft the Infults of thefe Fellows, whoare 
often a greater Annoyance to the Publick, 
than the Rogues they are to dete@.. You 
may get the Hoppos Chop on two or three, 
to protect the People of your Factory,as you 
fee Occafion. Initead of white Waihing, 
they cover the Wails of their Chambers 
with a fort of thin white Paper, which the 
Stationers pafte on, for a {mall matter; ic | 
looks very well, but will not laft. | 
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The City Wall is of Stone to a great 
Thicknefs, very high, and fortified with — 
Guns and Outworks at irregular Diftances. 
The Guns are mark’d with China Cha- 
raCters, whence I doubr not of their being _ 
made here, they are about 8 or 9 Poun- 
ders, fome mounted on fhort Carriages, o- 
thers without any, fome very much Honey- 
-comb’d, and all out of order ; I faw no Shor, 
Spunges, nor: Rammers near them, Their 
Powder is in Duft, for want of Skill to grain 
it: Nor does it feem to flafh with the 
Strength of Ewrope Powder, when it is” 
fired trom a Table; but goes off by De- 
grees like Saltpeter; yet the fmalleft matter 
imaginable, when itis confined, will force 
a Pailage, and givea Report beyond Cre. 
dit. Iwas furprized to find fo very littlein 
One of their Crackers; but moreto fee e- 
ven that Difficult to be kindled in the o- 
pen Air, , 
_.. The Streets are as it were fomany Mar-_ 
kets for Provifions ; Butchers, Fruiterers, cc. 
taking up all the convenient Places for 
Standing they can find, Among thefe you 
may have any kindof Flefh when you will, © 
with what-ever the beft Gardens within © 
10 Miles of the Place produce, The Fifhe 
mongers keep their Fifh alive in Cifterns in 
their Stalls for that Purpofe; as large Eels, 
cos and the biggeft Carps in the World; 
but the beltof them have a muddy Taft.

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There are other forts ditferent from ours, of 
which I know not the Names. Nopolite Pco- 
ple are lefs folicitous about Cleanlinefs in 
their Houfes than the Chimefe ; nor care they 
whether their Hogs, Sheep, Goats, or Ox- 
-endiea natural Death, or are kilPd by the 
Butcher ; provided they are in good Plight, 
We had feveral dead Hogs changed for live 
ones by the Compradore of the Ship; but 
healways took care to let us have a {mall 
one for a large one. They are likewile 
fond of feveral Kinds of Meat, that we 
think but one Degree better than Poifon. 
‘Dogs, Cats, Rats, Snakes, and Frogs are 
Daintys; the laft bear almoft double the 
Price of other Flefh in the Bazars: They - 
are the largeft, blackeft, anduglieft of their 
Kind ; but when they are frigacy’d, they 
taft as delicate as the belt black ‘skin’d 
Chicken in Jvdia, A Hand-full of live ones, 
which they hold betwixt their Fingers, as 
our Vintners do Glafles; makes'a very odd °

diced Haters, Snake-Broth is very nourilh- 
ing to fick Perfons ; but for Dogs and Cats 
ican fpeak nothing experimentally.

I was 5 Months among 
them, I could not diftinguifh one from ano- 
ther by his Face ; they wear the fame Ha- 
bits, are under, and protected by the fame 
Laws, and agree in all things elfe, but a 
{prightly Temper, which the Chiuzefe have 
been remarkably defective in; ever fince 
their left handed Fortune fubjected them to 
a Yoke, they think the heavier, for the in- 
confiderable Power the Tartars had, before — 
they got this wealthy Empire to make them 
great.

Nothing 
comes thence, but it fhews a Genius 
peculiar to themfelves; for.in whatever 
our Artifts imitate them, Nature feems — 
to be againft them; and they make but 
a Botch of their beft Work, in compari- 
fon with the Originals, | 
‘The better fort of People are Civil, and — 
Complaifant to Strangers; but the Com- 
monalty often Rude, and Troublefome. 
When I have been buying of Toys in © 
their Shops, of which here. are fuch Vari- — 
ety, that.a Man cannot tell when he has — 
all, the Doors in an Inftant have been — 
throng’d with a larger gazing Mob, than 
in Londoz attends the Morocco KEmbaflador. © 
They are here civiller than at Amoy, where 
I have been, told, the Boys often throw — 
Sticks and Stones, and otherwife infult Ez- 
ropeans, without Correction from their Pas 
rents. | Their 
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Their ordinary Garb is along Coat of 
Silk, Callico, or Englifh Cloath, Black, Pur. 
ple, or any other Colour they fancy, which 
reaches to the Ancles, and hangs, fo loofe, 
that I have knownthem carry three or four 
Pieces of Damask at a time,, imperceptible 
under them, with a fhort under Coat, long 
Drawers, Linnen Cloath Ssockings, Shoos 
without Heels, a Girdle, and Cap, all which 
are quilted or fingle, as the Seafon, requires, 
Their Summer Caps are. of Bamboo, a fort 
of hollow Cane, curioufly woven, and bea- 
ten together with Mallets, The beft are as 
‘white as Snow, and the moft admirable 
Workmanfhip J ever met with. On the 
outfide they wear a large, Tuft of Scarlet 
Hair, fix’d inthe top of the Crown, under 
a Glafs, or Amber-bead,...as big as a Wall- 
nut, whence. it hangs regularly round,, as 
low as the Brims; I take.it to be Cows 
Tails dy’d. Enough of the beft for a-Cap 

is set 14 or two Tale :., They are. in 
Form like a. Bee-hive, . only the Edges 
turn a little outward, will hold about.a 
Gallon, and havea little Scull-cap,fx’d.with- 

in, to fit them to the Head. . Half a dozen 
of thefe. Work-houfes together make as much 
noife as a Paper Mill, ‘Their Winter Caps 
fit clofe, but cover the Crown only ; Thefe 
are of quilted Silk or Velvet, with a ftiff 
Border, round it two, Inches deep, and a 
Tutt of Scarlet Silk.on.the top.

prettily, and become every body that wear 
"em, efpecially Exropeans, whofe Hair isan 
additional Ornament, which the Chine/e want;

ferv’d to be plaited, and hang likea Whip 
down the Back. The longer this is the 
more Beauifh they are counted, therefore 
they often help it with Art. Some of thefe - 
Locks will reach to their Hams, which un- 
folded would touchthe Ground. They have 
naturally long, hard, and ftraight Hair,thick 
on their Scalps ; but their Beards, which 
they make the moft of, are very thin and 
ftaring. They areno lefs careful ro preferve 
their Nails ;~ fome have them an Inch be- 
yond their Fingers'Ends; the fineft are fe- 
cur’d in hollow Canes by Night, otherwife 
they may be fpoil’d, by fcratching unawares 
intheir Sleep ; they are as clearas Horn, 
and bending round like a Scoop. I cannot 
remember if thisis ufed by the Women. 
Both Sexes have fine flender Hands; but 
the Men are not Gentile without thefe or- | 
namental Talons, which diftinguifh their 
Conditions to be, at lealt one Degree, above 
the Vulgar, who can’t afford to be idle for © 
their Growth ; therefore Porters, and other | 
Labourers have them pared, as with us. 

* Befides their common Drefs, they have 
Fur’d Coats, to preveat the ae 
1510 rs 
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of the Winter The chief Hoppo came. 
to vifit us in one with the Hair outward, 
whence our Sailers were very fatyrical on © 
his Mandareenfhip. The Beaus, or Men 
of Drefs, are never compleat without fhort 
Boots on, made of quilted Sattin, with Soles 
_an Inch thick, no Heels, anda fine Border 
onthe ‘Tops. . Nor do they ever go abroad 
without Fans, inftead of Canes in their 
Hands, which has given birth to a Saying 
frequent. among them, That the Tartars 
came on them with Swords, when they had, 
nothing but thefe Womens Weapons to op- 
-pofe them with; thereby juftly attribu- 
ting their Subjection to their Effeminacy. 
They are often affected in their--Gates, 
fwinging their Arms and Bodys, and throw- 
ing out their Feet after a haughty, ridicu- 
lous manner... - oe na 

They eat four times a Day, efpecially 
the Common People, whoare never fo bu- 
fie, but at the ufual Hours they will neg- 
lect what they are about for:their Bellys. 
Some of their Cooks Shops are. larger than 
any I have feen in London; and like the 
Coffee-houfes about Cornhill, accommoda- 
ted with Benches, and Tables for their 
Guefts. Rice is their general Diet, which 
they {hove out of {mall Bowls, fo greedily 
into their Throats, that ’tis impoffible for 
them oftentimes to fhut their Mouths; 
They have always a Cup of Sam{hoo, Pou- 
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choo; éf other Liquor at Meals, to fup off 
when their Chops are full, for the eafier 
soing of their Jaws ; of the Epicurean En- 
joyment of Meat and Drink in oné Taft ; 
or, Imayadd, to prevent their choaking. 
One of their Pitturesin that Juncture is as 
flovenly a Curiofity as any among them: 
However, in eating of Flefh they are nice 
beyond meafutre, It is not brought to the 
Table in Joints; or large Pieces, as with us ; 
but minced, and ferved up in Cups, or 
finall Bowls ; whence they take it very 
dexteroufly with a couple of fmall Chop- 
fticks; which ferve them inftead of Forks; 
mor do they ufe Knives about any thing at 
Meals. They are great lovers of Broth, 
and will drink even the Liquor their Fifh'is 
boil’d in. : at apenas gli ac 9 
They take Tobacco immoderately, but 
are not for continuing the Pleafure too’ long 
at a time ; therefore they cut it into fine 
Shreds, and dry it as well as poffible, that 
halfa {core Whifs may cleara Pipe. There 
ate feveral Shops, upand down the Town, 
where they fell Brafs Pipes of about a Foot 
long, with Bowls no bigger than Thimbles, 
but larger “Holes for the Paflage of the 
Smoke, than our: Earthen ones: They 
hang them at’ their Girdles with a Purfe of 
Tobacco, and will ufe them’a quarter of a 
“Year without wafhing; whence they ftink 
"moft mtoleraDiys 30" SS ge ae eee 
baa There.

‘in the Streets, who go from Door to Door, 
five or fix ina Company, and receive Alms 
in fuch Goods, as the People fell ; if they 
haveno 'Cafh to give them. ‘This’ Misfor- 
tune ‘falls chiefly on the Women, but 
swhence it proceeds I could not learn. Some 
do fuppofetheir continual eating of hot Rice 
contributes nota little to it: « But when. I

Malabar Coalt, who without ever tafting a 
bit of /Flefh, have their chief Subfiftance on 
at, [find they have but little Reafon for 
“that Conjecture.

-keepstheir Fingers warm with live Quails 
inftead of Mufts, : Thefe are bold Birds/ofa 
hot: Nature, ‘and beiny fhittedsin | their 
Hands, as there is occafion; anfwer! the 
end well enough :*" There: are abundance 
of them fold:in the’ Markets for afimall mat- 
ter. « When they are never fo wild,:twoor 
three: Days good ‘ufage will» make them as 
tame as Chicken’; and as their fears wear 
off, their natural Courage recurns; whence 
they'll ftrut and fight, as eagerly as‘the beft 
Game Cocks in Exgland. As they excel ih

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toa Tale. In Falyand December the. Heat 
and Cold are upon the Extreams ; but the 
latter is beyond what ever j could have ex- 
pected under-the Tropick: ~ 

>Tis a common thing to fee four or five _ 
‘Hundred Ducks in a‘Gompany, feeding on — 
the Banks .of the River, with Keepers in 
Boats to attend them. In the Morning 
they are:carry’d to the Place aflign’d them, — 
and when ‘they have a mind to remove to 
a better; or get them home in the Even- 

ing, they call them, as-our Country Folks 
_ do their Fowls, into, or after the Boats, as 

‘they are minded. I have been told they 
are hatch’d.in Ovens, but cannot affirm it 
of my own Knowledge.

» The Fruits they abound in are Oranges, 
‘Water Melons, Lumes, Pairs, Red Plumbs, 
Pine Apples, Plantains, Bonanos, Chefnuts, _ 
Pumplemuffes, and in general, .what au 
the 
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_he moft fertile Parts of Izdia produce, only 
‘Coco-nuts, and Palm Fruit they want. The 
Pumplemus is like a pale Orange, con- 
tains a Subftance much like it, and is five. 
times as big. Some have white, and others 
red Cloves within, but the Colour makes 
no Alteration in the Taft: There are 
‘fweet, bitter, and four of both forts, which 
the Fruicerers themfelves cannot diftinguifh 
by the Rinds.. They have good Herbs for 
Sallets, and Roots for boiling. Carrots 
and Turneps are as common and clicap as 
in our Markets, and efteem’d the greateft 
Daintys by Europeans, who have lived in 
other Parts of India, where nothing of that 
kind is to be had. ! 
Experience only can give a true Idea of 
the Pleafures, we receive in the Return of 
any thing, we have been bred'to, which 
Fortune or Neceffity, fora confiderable . 
time, has depriv’d us off: But what con- 
cerns our Diet feems to have a Power in 
our very Natures, and we find a fecret' 
Pleafurein the Reinjoyment of the fimalleft 
Trifles. Words are not fubtle enough to 
exprefs it; mor can it be conceived, but as 
the Habits of our Bodys and Conftitutions - 
give us leave. ‘Whence I look on the Sea- 
foning Sicknefs, ‘that we commonly meet 
with, foon after our Arrival in Idia, 
to proceed as much from a change of Diet, — 
and different way of living, as any Altes 
“a N ration 
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sation in the Climate. 1 meanin healthful — 
Places, fuch as Fort St. George, Fort St. 
David, &c. I know nothing like Tempe- 
rance to preferve Health 5 yet on the Weft, 
Coaft of Sumatra, at Bombay, andin Gom-— 
broom, the moft regular Men may mect 
their Bates. " Here the White and Bloody 
Fluxes, Fevers, and Agues,. with a Train 
of unaccountable Diftempers, have their” 
Empires. And now I have fo far digrefs'd, 
I cannot but take notice of the Reports we 
have currant with us, of the Jzdzans reven-— 
ging Injurys by Poifon, that {hall operate 
when they havea mind: What may have ~ 
been their PraGtice heretofore E cannot tell ; 
but in all probability there has been more 
Noife than Truth init. believe they can — 
tell how to-difpatch a Man prefently ; but 
for a lingering, Dofe, I could never meet 
with one that knew it. I do not abfolute- 
ly deny but there may be fuch a thing 5. 
‘yet it is yey certain, a great many, who 
are faid to fuffer this way, owetheir Hll-_ 
nefs to other Caufes. Whena fimple Sur-_ 
seon can give no Reafon for the State of 
Ris Patient, and has try’d his two or three — 
Noftrums to-no purpofe, his laft retuge, to 
- faye his Credit, is to perfwade his Patient 
fome body or other has given-him a Dole. 
This melancholy Story fets the fick Man 
upon examining his pait Conduct, and rs 
twenty to one but he fixes on fome Pash '

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of his Life, wherein all Circumftances 
‘concur to ftrengthen the Opinion. He re- 
members how he ftruck fuch an old Fel- 
low; how he came afterwards where his 
Victuals were dreffing, and fneak’d away 
at his Approach, (as with Reafon he 
might from the Company of one who has 
eviily treated him ) and omits nothing to 
convince his Vifitants of his Sufferings in 
that refpect, tillat laft ic becomes currant, 
to the great Improvement of this terrible 
Miftake.

‘They are not fo Superttitious as 
the Gentoos ; and when I have ask’d them, 
towhat purpofe they confume fo much In- 
cenfe before an ordinary Figure of Stone or 
Copper, they have given but very lame 
Reafons for it. They deport themfelves 
without the leaft Reftraint in the Prefence 
of his Godfhip, and will permit any body 
to handle, examine, or burn him, if he has 
a mind to it, for a Mace more than he coft. 
Whence Linfer, they do not think there is 
any Senfe in the Figure, and that they wor- 
{hip it for the fame Reafons, the Romans do 
their Images. The ‘fos Houfes are the fineft 
and beft Buildings in the City, have Gal- 
lerys on the outfides, and carved or painted 
Dragons and Serpents with {mail Bells at 
the Corners. ‘Jos fits crofs-legg’d in the 
middle of the Room on a Pedettal breaft 
high, incompa{s’d with Grates, or Barrs, 
The biggeft ‘Temple has one of a monftrous 
_ Size in every Story ; they are all like jolly 
young Men with Faces, Necks, Hands, 
and naked Pot Bellys admirably well guilt, 
for the more glorious Appearance. ‘They 
keep noSabbath; nor did I ever fee them 
go, orreturn in a Body from their Wor- 
fhip. They have Holy-days, Feafts, and 
a great many Birth-days in a Year, IT can 
fay but little to. In the Feaft of Lauthoras, 
I counted feven Hundred in one fhort 
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Street ; fome of them were very large, 
with little ones hanging round them, lke 
a Paper Hen and Chickins in a FBarmer’s 
Hall, and others in fuch Figures as their 
Fancys lead them to. I know nothing but 
the Candles in Cheapfide, ona Rejoycing 
Night, comparable te it in Exgland. I fup- 
_ pofe fome extraordinary Revolution, or Oce 
currence in the: State was the rife of it: 
The common People can give no other Rea- 
fon, than that it has been fo time out of 
mind, and they are willing to conti- 
nue it, in re{pect to their Anceftors.

. Bonzees, or Priefts are great Antiquarys, 
and will value an Urn that is feven or eight 
Hundred Years old, ata great rate. teem 
know fomething of the Mathematigks, a-

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All things being in a readinefs for pro-

‘This they 
always receiv’d, till within thefe feven or 
eight Years; and now it is refufed} them, 
on pretence of their not keeping feveral 
Articles, on their part to be perform’) 
efpecially that of fecuring their Coaft, a- 
gainit the Infults of the Arabs of ms 
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Mr. Prefcot arrived from Exgland, while 
we were here, with the Queen’s Letter, 
the Company’s Inftructions, and valuable 
Prefents to the Sophi, Ezamandoulet, and 
other Minifters of State, in hopes of get- 
ing thereby an Order for the Arrears, and 
anew Grant for the Continuance of the 
Benefits they formerly enjoy’d. He was a 
Man of good Prefence of Mind, and inge- 
mious, whence fomething advantagious 
might have been done ; but his fuddain 
Death prevented it: The Prefents were af- 
terwards made, and the Letter deliver’d 
by others to very little purpofe. ; 

_ 1 cannot give a better Account of the 
state of the Company’s Priviledges, than 
may be gather’d from the following Order, 
hung up by the Agent and Council in the 
Confultation-Room, viz. : 
“The Honourable Sir Nicholas Wait, Ge- 
'neral of India, cc. Council of Bombay, 
‘having been pleafed to appoint the Wor- 
‘thipful John Lock Agent, and Council to 
‘manage in Perfia the United Trade of the 
‘Honourable Englifh Company trading to 
the Eat Indies; We do by Virtue of the 
Power given us, and the Authority of our 
Honourable Matters, reprefented by us, 
‘appoint, and order the following Rules to 
‘be obferved by all Perfons whatfoever, 
‘Subjects of Her Majefty of Great Britain, 
trading under the Priviledges of the Ho-

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énourable Company, and enjoying the Ad. 
‘vantage of their Houfe, and Prote@tion 
“here in Gombroon, until they fhall be al-

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but there are fome Inconveniencys, not well 
to be avoided, which I fhall endeavour to fet 
in a true Light, and then let my Country- 
‘men act as they pleafe. 

All private Trade, either in Exrope, of . 
Country Ships, has been fo long ingrofs’d by 
the Company’s Servants, that they really 
think, they havea Right to it at their own 
‘Rates. The Agent at I/pahan is concern’d 
-one Third, the Chief of Gombroon one 
Third, and the reft of the FaCtors in Perfia 
‘the other Third in all Inveftments: So 
‘that there’s fcarce an Exglifb Man in the 
‘Place, will give a true Account of the Va- 
lue of Goods againft his own Intereft. How- 
ever, that all things. may feem to be done 
for the Advantage ofthe Stranger, Chittera, 
or who elfe may be Broker, informs the 
Banian and Armenian Merchants of what is 
to be fold, and appoints a time for half a 
Score of them to meet at theFaCtory. The 
‘Chief prefides as DireCtor in the Sale, and 
it’s much but they pare without coming to 
a full Refolution jor the whole; or if it 
fhould happen that the Contra& is fi- 
pipe at the firft Meeting, it would be an 
extraordinary Cafe. We had a confidera- 
ble Parcel of flower’d Pelongs, which could 
not be fold with the reft of the Cargo at 
‘three or four General Meetings of Mer- 
chants in the Confultation Room. Afters 
wards the very honeft Broker brought five or 
: Q fix 
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fix of the fame Men, to the Chamber where 
the Goods lay, and bargain’d for near 2o 
per Cent. more than they had offer’d before, 
They were deliver’d immediately, and care 
ry’d out of the Factory ; yet in about three. 
Weeks time, I faw them fold again by the 
Chief for 30 per Ceat, more, Which was e€- 
nough to fatisfy me, that Meetings of Mer- 
chants for Contract may be well, or ill, as 
are the Intentions of the Chief. | 
~The Perfians may be concern’d half in 
Contraa& with the Exglifb, but thefe are 
not often fo much on the fquare ; or allow’d 
to buy fuch and fuch forts for their own 
Accounts, and not to bid within 20 or 30 
_ per Cent. of the Value of the reft ; or call’d 
torun down the whole Cargoe, that the 
Seller may think himfelf befriended, if the 
Chief willtake itat any Price. But, be it 
as it will, whatever is pretended to be fa- 
ved by preferring the Ufage in the Factory, 
to what may be expected from the Shaban- 
der, willappear to be very fmall; if things 
are under the fame Management they were 
in 1705. 

~ Another fenfible Difadvantage is in the 
Advance the Broker fhall pleafe to put on 
the Money he pays: If Abaffees, which 
gre reckon’d four Shahees each, he will 
fornetimes charge 10 per Cent, for the Ditte. 
rence in Exchange ; there is always fome 
Allowance, but hé will be fure to have 2 


per 
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per Cent. more than the currant Price. Ifhe 
pays Mamoodas at 2 Shahees each, Dol- 
lars, Veuetians, Gubbers, Rupees, or Abaf- 
fees, may be purchafed of the Merchants 5 
but he’ll take care to defer the Payment fo 
long, that they are not to be got intime, _ 
fo that the Remedy would prove worfe 
than the Difeafe ; the Mamoodas being fo 
light and bafe, asin no wifé to be fit for 
other Markets. Befides, he will infift, his 
Credit is materially concern’d in our at- 
tempting to be fupply’d by others; nor can 
the Merchants, who bought the Goods, pay 
‘in other Coin, than fuchas he can get molt 
by ;_ which being his laft Shift, is, in plain

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the Straits Trade having been very much 
impeded by French Privateers, the Eaft- 
India Company have taken this worth 
Enterprife into their Confideration, and of 
late have fent large Quantitys round the 
Cape of Good Hope to Gombroon, and fo by 
Caravans to the refpective Markets. I 
know not how itanfwers, but do believe 
they find their Account init, or they would 
not continue fending, as they annually do. 
They feem very earneft, and refolved to 
promote the Confumption of that Manu- 
faGture; and I have feen fome of their In- 
ftruGtions to their Chiefs abroad, wherein 
they recommend it in fuch preffing Terms, 
that I am perfwaded, they have nothing 
more at Heart thanthe Publick Good in 
that Particular. 

Hence I take an occafion to mention Ba/- 
forain the bottom of the Gulph, as a proper 
Port to fettle in. The Company formerly 
had a Factory there, but it was withdrawn, 
for the Expence it put themto ; then they 
were not fo intent on the Cloth Trade in 
thefe Parts, which mightily alters the 
Cafe. I was never there, fo can only 
judge from its Situation, and the Accounts 
Thave had of it, which fufficiently con- 
vince me, it would be as advantagious to 
them at this Jun@ture, as any fmall Settle- 
ment they have. ’Tis the Intereft of their 
Servants in Perfia to oppofe it; whence I

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7 fhould not wonder to find things mifrepre- 


fented by them. It is at prefent under the 
Turks, who have a Ba/bam for Governour.

The Englifh are fettled betwixt the French 
and Dutch, very near the Sea. The Datch 
“Fa@tory is the leaft of the three, fo that 
they have fcarce room for their Bufinefs ; 
yet, as they grow upon us, and expect an 
Enlargement of their Priviledges, they are 
building another very Magnificent and 
Large, about half a Mile diftant. The 
French Fattory is uninhabited, and ours 
much out of Repair. 

The Englijb have a pretty good Under- 
flanding with the Dutch, and fometimes 
the Chiefs make reciprocal Vifits to one a- 
nother. ‘Their Entertainments, are in the 
be(t manner ;- and’tis a Miracle if they pare 
fober. He that holds. out longeft makes it 
amatter of Triumph, and values himfelf 
for it, as a boon Companion would on the 
fame feore in England. One of theie (1 
may call them). Debauches isas much asa_ 
Man’s Life is) worth in the beginning a

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May, yet in Fuly and Augujt, Ihave feen 
a Dozen drunk at a time. without any. ill 
Effect. 

The Chief of their Provifions is Mutton, 


for thofe that can afford it., Their Sheep 
diiter very little from ours, only. there 13° 
three or four Pounds of Fat about the Tails. 
_of them; the Bones are no bigger than o- 
ther Sheeps, andthe Fat grows on each 
fide from the Rump, and covers the But- 
tocks behind almoft to the Hocks, lke an 
Apron. They have plenty of Fowls, and 
fome Hogs and Goats, Rice is imported 
from Iadia, Salt-ffh, from) Maskar, and 
they have Wheat of their.own, fo cheap, 
that the poor People have their, chief Subfi- 
ftance on Bread and Dates ; they cannot of- 
ten go tothe Price of a Pilloe, . or boi’d 
Fowl! and. Rice ; -but the better fort make 
-that.their principal Dith in all. their Rater- 
tainments., ; site sgeed ee 
_ They abound in delicate Fruits, \viz. As 
pricocks,,. Peaches, - Pears, Pomegranates, 
Mangoes, Grapes, Guiavas, Plumbs, swect. 
Quinfes;, Water-Melons,, ce, . The Apri. 
cocks are fmall, and feaverifh,.if eaten in 
too great,a {Quantity ;, The \Perfans call 
them K4ll-Franks, becaufe Europeans, not 
knowing ‘the, Danger, are, often hurt. by 
them. That Inconvenience, need not be 
fear’d from the Peaches, which are here in 
the greate(t Perfection. They are not fo large 
; Gana as 
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as fome I have feen in England, but of a 

much finer Colour, and more delicious - 
Tafte. Their Pears are of an excellent 


kind, and tho’ they do not grow near 


ve eg 


the City, there are enough to be found 
in the Bazar, which are fometimes brought 
from Syra/s to Market. They havea few 
{mall Apples about the Town, which are 
dry and ordinary. Dates thrive very well; 
and Jam apt to think they require a grea- 
ter Heat thanordinary to bring them to Pers 
feCtion. Arabia likewife abounds with them, 
which is in general exceeding hot. The Tree 
srows much like the Coco-nut; only the 
Branches are not folong. The Dates hang 
on fmall Twigs, thick about the head of 
the Tree under the Boughs ; and, when 
ripe, look like fo many red Horfe Plumbs 
without Leaves among them. They 
are counted moft wholfom when they begin 
to melt on the Tree, as they often do 


before they fall; but after they are all mel- 
ted and baled, none but the poor People 


eat them for neceflity. I don’t know how 
they manage the dry Dates; but the moift 
ones are laid allin a Heap, as foon as they 
are gather’d, to melt; and afterwards 
Seape in Bales of about 100 Weight for 
ale, their own Sweetnefs candying and 


- preferving them. The Grapes are the fame 
they make the black Raifins of, very large 


and fweet, Icquid never meet with any 
3 : at 
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of the Kifmifhes before they were turn’d. 
Thefe are Raifins, a fize lefs than our Mz. 
lagas, of the fame Colour, and without 
Stones: The Izdians, forthat Reafon, at 
Surat and onthe Malabar Coaft prefer them 
to the black Raifins, but here is no difference 
in the Price. 

_ There is nota Wellof good Water in all 
the Town; therefore they are fupply’d with 
what they drink from Ajfeem, about feven 
Miles diftant towards the Mountains. ‘They 
have feveral large Tanques, or wall’d Ponds 
to preferve the Rain Water in, a Bow-{fhoe 
without the Walls; but that is generally 
dry’d up before the Summer is half fpent. 


At the Bavian Tree, a Mileoff, there are. 


feveral Wells,where Ships are fupply’d; but 
that Water being a little brackith, is never 
drunk by thofe who can afford to pay fora 
better fort; fo that the Towns People of a- 
ny fafhion, ufeitfor boiling and wafhing 
only. A great many Merchants keep their 
Country Houfes at Affeem, purely for the 
fake of bathing in the Tanques ; which is 
comfortable, and refrefhing in the Heats. 
The Exglifb, and Datch, often go thither. E 
was there about five Days with the former, 
towards the end of ‘fu/y, and found it much 
the fame as at Buzder, a dry, parch’d, 
_ barren Country. There are a great many 
_ Date and Mango Trees, which are prefer- 
ved with main Induftry ; being water’d 
i ine every 
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every Day in.a. manner peculiar to’ the 
Place. They have a large Hide inftead of 
a Bucket;. whichis drawn to the Brink of 
the Well by an Ox ; there it emptys it felf 
in a Trough made to receive it, as foonas 
itcomesup, and thence the Water is con- 
vey dtothe Roots of the Trees, thro’ Canals 
in the Ground. This is done by the help of a 
large Wheel, with which the Bullock does 
not work.as ina Mill; to bring. the Wa- 
ter up, he walks off, and as he returns the 
Hide finks into the Well, where it fills, as 
foon as it comes to the Water ;. thus. he 
goes off andon, till the Bufinefs, is done, 
with very little trouble to the Driver. ‘There 
being a great many continually at work, we 
were troubled with a difagreeable fcreaking 
all the Day long.  ws1e Vis 
Here the Exglifhb Chief was diverted with 
Dancing Girls, and , Jugling, after. the 
Country fafhion. ‘The Dancing Girls differ 
_ much from thofe about Madra/s, and other 
Parts of India; where they are the moft 
comely, and beft clad young: Wenches they 
can find: But thefe were a: Parcel of old, 
dirty, ragged Creatures, who fhook them- 
felves in fo fimplea manner; that, if they 
were capable of raifing any Paffion in their 
Spectators, it muft be that of Deteftation. 
Molt of the Ivdian Women-are plump ay 
bout the Buttocks ; but thefe endeavour’d 
to make that Part feem fo loofe, asifit was:

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yather an Excrefcence, than natural to the 
Body. They were always ftamping in fuch 
a Pofture, as gave a quagey trembling to 
every flefhy Part about them; and to ren- 
der that of their Buttocks the more remar- 
kable, they tied their Clouts tight, which 
before were loofe from their Wafts to their 
Knees. They obferv’d a kind of Method, 
and affected tolook very languifhing, which 
ferv’d only..to, make their Deformity. the 
more odious. Ihave feen others at Bazder 
tolerably handfome, who likewife were 
‘in very ordinary Habits., They all Sung, 
or rather made a Noife .with raifing, and 
falling their Voices ; while a Fellow, who 
was chief Mufician, kept a troublefome Din’ 
with a couple of round Pieces.of Brafs ; and 
their {mall Pipes, .and Tom Toms, inftead 
of Harmony. made the Difcord the greater. 
The Jugler fhew’d but two or three Tricks, 
which he perform’d with as much Dexte- 
rity, as. was neceflary to, make us well.e- 
nough pleafed,. with him':, Yet, I, have 
-feen much better Artifis among the Geu- 
toos. mb to aorta evavels dlomis Su 
, Weary of the\Place, Treturn’d to Gom- 
broom, and found every thing in the fame 
> Pofture Left.it ; the Town almoft forfaken, 
and thofe that were left, wifhing for Night, 
as foon.as the Day. appear’d, . that they 
Might-be able to enjoy themfelves.;.: for it 
was as much as one could do, | to breath at 
2g ae She SN ted | aaa AS SOOO 
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Noon. Men of Fortune are very fenf- 
ble of this Inconvenience, and therefore 
retire fifty or fixty Miles into the Coun- 
try, never returning till towards the 
latter end of Oéfober, when the City is 
always full of People. During the hot 


_, Winds, the Sea in the Night time would. 


throw up a great Quantity of thick gree- 
nifh Froth, which the Sun difperfed by 
Noon, and till then there was a raw 
Smell along the Shore. : 
They have ‘neither Coaches, Carts, 
nor Waggons, that I could fee in the 
Country, and when they travel it is on 
Horfes, Mules, or Camels: The latter 
are very common, and will carry be- 
twixt forty and fifty Maund Tabrees 
with a great deal of eafe; they feldom 
load them harder in the Caravans, tho? 
they would bear as much more were 
they put to it. They fit or fquat down 
upon their Bellys to be loaden, and will 
groan and gape prodigioufly before the 
Burthens come near them.* The Males 
are almoft always piffling or dribling back- 
wards on the infides of ‘their Thighs, 
which burns the Hair, and gives them an 
_ Offenfive Smell: So that © difcontented, 
ftinking, ugly, ferviceable Creatures is a 
juft: Character of them. In their Walk, 
they take fuch large Strides, that it is ve- 
ry untoward fitting them, - Se 
\ | Hor {es, 7 
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 Horfes and Mules are as fine here as 
in any Part of the World; they never 
Geld nor Dock the former, whence the 
fhew to Advantage, and are full of Spiric. 
Affes are the common Hacks of Gombroox ; 
they are larger than we ufually have them 
in Exrope, and will Travel half a Score 
Miles with abundance of Courage: Being. 
often very Vicious, the Exglib feldom 
make an Expedition on them; but they 
jeer one another with their Falls, when 
they Return. | . 

The Perfians differ from the Turks and 

Arabs in matters of Religion, as much as 
the Proteffants from the Roman Catholicks 
in Chriftendom, and like them have a Mor- 
tal Hatred for one another on account of | 
‘Faith: Infomuch that the Priefts, at fet 
Times every Night, from the Tops of the 
~Mofques, difpenfe their Bleffings to the Fol- 
lowers of Haly, as loud as they can ball; 
and wifh, a Dogs-turd in the Teeth of the | 
Hereticks, the greateft Affront, that can 
be given to a Mausjfleman. All Places of 
Truft are in the Poffeffion of Mahometans ; 
yet were the People of this Province coun- 

ted, I believe the Chriftians and Idolaters 
would make a greater Number than thofe 

of that Perfwafion. The Bazians, a Tra- 
ding cat of the Gertoo’s, pay the Govern- 

_ ment a certain Rate per Annum, to prohi- 

bit the killing of Cows, or any Aue, ot | 

’ that 
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that kind in the Province of Ormoos, which 
is not fo ftri@ly obferv’d, but one may 
get Heifers and Calves by ftealth of others, 
‘who make no Confcience of killing them, 
No People are more Civilized than the Per~ 
fians; they are fair and punétual in Bare 
gains, treat Foreigners with the greateft 
Complacency, and are Grave and Serious, 
as becomes them. Their Education con 
tributes not a little to the latter: For, as’ 
foon as the Boys: have left their Nurfes, 
they are obliged to attend their Fathers in 
allthe Vifits they receive, and Matters of 
Importance they tranfact with Men of 
Worth; not as Servants, but witha Defe- 
rence fuitable to their Birth; where the 
prudent Behaviour of the Company makes 
fuch an Impreffion on their tender Minds,

few fuperfluous Ornaments, and have their 
Garments loofe about them of Silk or Ca- 
lico.

They build al- 
together with Teak, a firm, lafting fort of 
Timber : Norare their Seams ever caulk’d, 
aswithus; but, inftead of it, the Planks 
are rabbeted, and let one into another fo 
-dexteroufly, that a little Dammer and Oak- 
bam laid between, makes them as tight as a 
Difh. They ufe Coire, or Coconut Cor- 
dage; and Anchors and Guns are brought 
them from Ezrope. Sometimes they get 
Englifo Men for Pilots, but are always 
mann’d with Lafcars, who are very good 
Sailers for the Climate. They ferve. for 
fmall Wages, and are Victual’d at a much 
cheaper Rate than our Ship’s Companys >

Here area great many eh Buildings, 
and the Streets are wide and commodious ; 
otherwife the Hackerys, which are very 
common, would be an Inconveniency.

The Old Company’s Servants live 
in their Mafter’s, and the United Trade is, 
managed in the New Factory, by a Prefix, 
-dentand Council ; they have likewife dif- 
ferent Degrees of inferiour Servants, as Se- 
nior and funior Merchants, Factors, ce. 
who live in good Credit. The Animofitys 
betwixt the two Companys were carry’d to. 
the greateft Height inthis City ; and their. 
Servants were fo zealous on both fides, that 
all other Confiderations gave place to their 
Refentments, which has fo alienated the 
Minds of the Old Standers from one another, 
that to this time they can fcarce fpeak fa.. 
vourably of their Oppofers, tho” their Inte-_ 
refts are the fame. neat 
‘There are other Ezxgli/fh Merchants in the. 
Town, who live under the Prote€tion ofthe, 
Government in fpite of the Company 5. 
whence I wonder the moft pernicious Pro. 
jects havenot been fet on foot againft them :. 
Such as learning the Moors the way about - 
the Cape of Good Hope ; which I look on as. 
a Blot, that, once hit, would give thema_ 
ereat deal of Trouble to remove; and for - 
that Reafon methinks it behoves them to be, 
cautle 
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cautious, how they bring home their Ships 
with Lafcars. But on the Foot things at 
prefent are, I don’t fee how they. can pre- 
vent it; for they have fometimes fcarce 
Hands enough on board to carry them thi- 
ther, much lefs to beat about the Cape home- 
ward bound, when they are diminifh’d 
and enfeebled by Sicknefs and other Acci-

The Exglifh pay 32 per Cent. Cuftom on 
all Merchandize, Jewels, Gold, and Fo- 
reign Silver they import, or fend a-broad, 
as other Europeans do; except the Dutch, 
who come off for 2} per Centr.

What 
we underftand by that Name is diftill’d 
from the Liquor, that runs from the Co- 
conut-tree without any other mixture ; this 
is call’d Toddy, and when it is new is plea- 
fant to drink; it purges thofe that are not 
ufed to it, and is very Heady when it is 
Stale; it makes good Vinegar, and is put 
to that ufe where-ever it is found. ‘The 
Eaglifhb at Madra/s raife their Bread with it 
inftead of Yeaft. Batavia Arack is drawn 
in Copper Stills; but, I am told, at Gow 
their Works are altogether of Earth, which 
makes their dArack {fo mild and pleafant, 
Ihave met with Columbo, and Quilone As 
rack with a Cinamon Flavour, as hot and 
fiery as the Spirits, we ufually burn in ~ 
Lamps. :

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E arrived at the Cape of Good-hope 
the 22d of May 4706. and continu- 
ed there for Convoy till the 12th of Faly, in 
Company with feveral other Exglifh Ships. 
This is a Government belonging to the 
Datch Eaft Indi2 Company in Latitude 34 
deg. S§, in avery flourifhing Condition, as 
are their Affairs in all Parts of Indiz. 1 
believe, their main Defign in fettling here, 
was only to procure Provifions, and Re- 
frefhments for their Shiping going to, and 
returning from India, which they have long 
fince fo well provided for, that they are a- 
ble to fupply the greateft Fleets, and ex- 
port whole Ship-loads of Wine yearly to o- 
ther Parts. The Native Hotantots were 
never fit for Improvements; nay, fo Lazy 
and Ignorant were they, before the Ezro- 
peans came among them, that they knew 
not the leaft part of Husbandry, and even 
now they practice nothing of it: So that 
all the Advantages, the Datch could ever 
propofe, muft be from their own People ; 
hence they gave large Incouragements to 
thofe who would Tranfport themfelves ‘hi- 
ther, which the Frezch Refugees embraced 
in fuch Numbers, that, I am credibly in- 
_form’d, there are above Five ‘Hundred Fa- 
milies of them, who live in very good Fa- 
fhionin the Country. The Datch Townis. 
open on all Sides, contains above 100 Hon 
es, 
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fes, which are well built with Stone, one 
and two Storys high, and the Streets are 
regular. They have no Shops, as in their 
Settlements in India; however the In- 
habitants will buy any Commoditys, that 
are proper for the Place; being fure of.a 
quick Sale among their Friends in the 
-Country, when the Ships are gone. 

The Fort ftands about a Musket Shot 
from the Town, and commands the Bay: 
and Shore as far as it is good landing ; I 

know not what number of Soldiers they 
have inGarrifon, nor how many Guns are 
‘mounted ; it feerns to be as well fortified, 
as the fatuite of the Place it ftands on will 
“he but, being commanded by a ri- 
fing Ground under the Table-land, it can- 
not be of great Strength: I was never 
within it, nor would they allow an Exglifl 
Man the Liberty of walking round it. 
The Civil Government of the Town is 
left wholly to the Burghers, where the 
Company’s Intereft is not concern’d ; but 
when ever that clafhes with a private Per- 
fon’s, the latter muft give way to the Go- 
vernour and Council, who have the fole 
Power of ingrofling or tolerating Trade, _ 
and laying ifuch Dutys and Impolitions 
thereon, as they feeconvenient. ‘They im- 
ploy twa-or three fmall Ships in Trade on 
-the Exihe WQoaft of Africa, Madagafcar, and

The Company’s Garden is one of the beft 
Spots of Ground about the Town, and the 
Owners have fpared no Pains to improve it ; 
however it is now in a declining Condition, | 
mott of the Hedges being run into Trees a- 
bove 20 Foot high, whence they are very 
thin near the Ground; befides, the Tan- 
ques, or wall’d Ponds, which were former- 
ly an Ornament to it, are inmany Places 
fallen in, and above half full of Mud and 
Filth: The Walks :are long, and in ~ 
pretty good order, but not comparable to 
what I’ have feen in a great many Gentle- — 
men’s Gardens in) Exgland; there are no 
fine Knots, nor Devices; and but few 
Flowers.’

The Company are careful of their Slaves,

them. There is but little notice taken of 
the Sailers, who lodge in their Room, 
and for the Women themfelves, they are fo 
fond of white Children, that they would 
willingly have no other; whencethe Breed 
_ is highly improv’d, many of them being as 
white as Ewropeans : -'The Boys, as they 
grow up, are taught to Read and Write, 
and the Girlsto work with the Needle, in. — 
a publick School at one end of the Houfe, 
they were born in; and thofe,> that prove 
_ tractable, never want Incouragement. 

The Governour and Council have Pow- 
er of Life and Death, according to the 
Laws of Holland. .While we lay here 
three Villains were broken on the Rack 
for Murder; but lefler Crimes aré punifh’d 
with Banifhment for 99 Years to Penguin 
Iiland, whence there is but {mall Hope of 
Redemption.

If the Moon is — 
their God, as fome report, they take but — 
fmall notice of him; at the Full they’ll 
dance till they are weary, and fo they will © 
every Night while it fhines in mild Wea- ~ 
ther, and at Noon-day when their Bellys — 
are full; finging, clapping their Hands, — 
and frisking up and down, as the Maggot — 
bites: . They know not the ufe of Letrers, | 
andthe Language they fpeak,.feems to be ~ 
deliver’d witha troublefome ftraining ofthe | 
Jaws. Their: Words cannot be exprefs'd | 
with our Alphabet, being ina great meas 
hs fure, 
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fure, dead Sounds in their Throats, and 
‘Clockings with their Tongues like Brood- 
Hens ; which\is fo intermixt with the 
Voice, that it feems as difagreeable, as 
ftrange tothe Hearer. This kind of Cloc-
